THE Supreme Court, after two years'

tensive grounds. Wt- doubt if any poo 
devil would be permitted to make buch 
a public nuisance of himself as iu these 
instances Wilcox and Potter have ex 
Minted themselves. Perhaps they hav< 
a right to do these things, but it looks 
very much as if might were at the bot 
torn of it. At least, there is a good dea 
of the- spirit of greed displayed in thi 
matter at which the general uud unsel 
fish pnblie is of course much disgusted

refining works of the Tee! Marsh Borax 
Company recently erected on the corner 
of First and Market streets, nearly op- 
posite the Railroad Depot. 
The ma- 


chinery was put in operation on Monday, 
bnt owing to an insufficient supply of 
water, operations M ere temporarily sus- 
pended yesterday. Messrs. Frank and 
Julius Smith ar«- tho proprietors of tho 
refinery as well as of the mines from 
which tin; pi-ne'e borax is procured. 
There are two borax refineries in San 
Franc-isco, Hanks and Stoveuau's, and 
the Messrs. Smith formerly had their 
borax refined at those establishments, 
but finally eaine fo the conclusion that 
it would be more economical to erect 
works of their own hero in Oakland. 
Mr. ]>ank Smith, one of the proprietors 
whom we found on duty this morning, 
informed us that the process of refining 
employed at their establishment is a t.e- 
cret, and that no one was allowed to in- 
spect the works. 
He HO far relaxed hir 


vigilance, however, as to unlock tho 
door to a mysterious back room where 
the crystalizntiou is effected, and furnish 
us with some facts that may be of inter- 
est. 
After undergoing certain treatment 


in boilers to rid the borax of impurities, 
the solution is inn off into a number of 
lead-lined wooden tanks in the room re- 
ferred to. 
The-.tanks-aro teu feet in 


length by five audthreo-fourths feet deep, 
and three feet in width. 
Owing to the 


climrte, it taken a much logger-time for 
the solution to crystalize here than in 
Nevada, and the proprietors will have to 
provide a number of additional tanl<s on 
that account. 
The mines arc being 


worked at Tecl Marsh in Nevada, a place 
about one hundred and fifty miles dis- 
tant from Wads\iorth, and about the 
some distanee'from Carson City, and are 
said to be the richest borax mines in the 
world, yielding seventy-five per cent, of 
mercantile borax from the crude material 
just as it comes from the bowels of the 
earth. The borax undergoes the first 
process-of. purification, techicoUy called 
"concentrating" in a refinery at the 
mines.- 
TU_e. product of this initda^pro- 


» brought heire! where it 'yields 


ninety-five per cent. 
The Oakland re- 


finery turnB ont' for shipment two and 
one-half tons per day. 
The building is
